lity of his. teſtimony. Almighty 
Gad ſeeing mankind in a. maze or 
wilderneſs,. loſt, and not able to in- 
ſorm himſelf, nor wind out of his 
miſerable ſtate, was pleaſed out of 
his infiaite goodneſs to inſpire his 
Prophets and Apoltles, and alſo to 
ſend his ſon to. diſcover his mind 
and willto-the world, that mankind 
might be rightly informed, and. he 
hath ſet his hand and ſeal to their 
Doctrine, confirming it with many 
infallible ſigns and miracles, and 
cauſing it to be written far our learn- 1 


ing, All Which he requires his peo- | 
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ple to believe as certain &- infallible, 
Theſe ſacred writings contain in 
them ſome things myſterious, and 
hard to be underſtood, but the moſt 
neceſſary things are moſt plainly and 
familiarly ſet down. As that God is 
the maker and governour of all 
things, And Chriſt is the Meſſiah 
and feed promiſed, and that there is 
ſalvation in none other. Here is 
alſo diſcovered the ſtate of man by 
guilt, The duty of man to God, and

God concerning him, manifeited in 
his gracious promiſes or dreadful 
threatnings commonly annexed to 
his precepts; which relate to the
